A SHOP worker was injured after 
challenging men who smashed 
their way into a Newmarket store in 
the early hours of yesterday morn¬ 
ing. 

Three members of staff were 
dealing with a delivery in Brick¬ 
fields Avenue on the Studlands 
estate at 2.50am when they heard 
noises coming from the front of the 
shop. 

They discovered two men with 
their faces covered “acting suspi¬ 
ciously” near the premises. The 
men ran off when one of the workers 
challenged them, according to po¬ 
lice. 

However, they returned shortly 
afterwards to throw bricks at the 
shop front, smashing their way into 
the premises. 

One of the male workers was in¬ 
jured in the incident and had to be 
taken to West Suffolk Hospital in 
Bury St Edmunds. It is not believed 
that anything was stolen. 

A police spokesman told the New¬ 
market News that officers had been 
called to the premises at 2.50am to

reports of two men with their faces 
covered acting suspiciously. 

The suspects had run off into 
Studlands and when officers 
searched the area they found dam¬ 
age to two properties in Vincent 
Close, which they believe is linked 
to the attempted shop raid. 


A spokesman for the East of Eng¬ 
land Ambulance Service said: “We 
received a call at 3.01am to reports 
of an incident in Brickfields Avenue. 

“We sent an ambulance officer, a 
rapid response vehicle and an am¬ 
bulance crew to the scene. At the 
scene, one male was treated and he 


was taken to West Suffolk Hospital 
following a full assessment.” 

Forensic teams were investigat¬ 
ing at the scene yesterday. Police 
are appealing for anyone with in¬ 
formation to contact Bury St Ed¬ 
munds CID on 101 quoting refer¬ 
ence 23857/16.

Dogs, cannabis 
and stolen goods 
recovered in raid 


CANNABIS plants, three 
dogs and a haul of suspected 
stolen goods have been dis¬ 
covered at a property in Beck 
Row. 

Police swooped on a prop¬ 
erty in Morley Close as part 
of an investigation into bur¬ 
glaries across East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and West Suffolk. 

They cordoned off the 
property to start what they 
said would be a lengthy 
search, and provided the 
public with live updates 
throughout Friday on their 
Facebook page. 

A statement said: “Numer¬ 
ous items of property have 
been seized... We anticipate 
we will be releasing im¬ 
ages of marine/water sports 
equipment, power tools and 
valuable items. We need 
you to share these images 
and assist us in finding their 
owners.” 

A “modest cannabis cul¬ 
tivation” was also found by 
officers in a grow tent, com¬ 
plete with UV lighting and 
ventilation. 

Police raised concerns 
about overloaded sockets,

the hot environment, and 
suspected high THC levels of 
the plans which is associated 
with psychosis, schizophre¬ 
nia, depression and mood 
disorders. 

Three dogs were rescued 
from the premises, including 
a female bulldog who was 
being kept in a shed measur¬ 
ing just 6ft by 3ft, police said. 

Police called the RSPCA 
and the animals were re¬ 
moved. 

Alex Coghlan, RSPCA in¬ 
spector, said: “One of the 
bulldogs has been inspected 
by the vet and graded as be¬ 
ing in a state of suffering. The 
other two dogs are graded as 
likely to suffer.” 

All have been seized under 
the Animal Welfare Act. 

A number of items have al¬ 
ready been linked to specific 
victims and will be returned 
in due course, police said. 

DC Natasha Doyle said: 
“This has been a real team 


effort and an investigation of 
this nature doesn’t succeed 
without the involvement of 
a range of different skills and 
resources. 

“We’re particularly grate¬ 
ful to members of the public 
who came forward with key 
information that helped us 
to obtain these charges.” 

Police have asked anyone 
with information about bur¬ 
glary, theft or handling sto¬ 
len goods to contact them

THE family and friends of 
Simon ‘Dobbo’ Dobbin took 
part in a 12-mile walk at the 
weekend to mark 12 months 
since he was attacked. 

Simon returned to his home 
in Mildenhall for the first 
time on Wednesday after¬ 
noon, and the walk was ar¬ 
ranged to raise money so his 
family can make adaptations 
to his house. 

The Cambridge United 
supporter was returning to 
Prittlewell train station in 
Southend last March when 
he was attacked by South- 
end fans. 

He suffered serious in¬ 
juries and spent almost 12 
months in hospital in South- 
end and Addenbrooke’s, be¬ 
fore being moved to a neuro¬ 
logical care unit in Norwich. 

Simon has a traumatic hy¬ 
poxic brain injury and can¬ 
not walk or move his hands, 
and has to be fed through a 
tube. 

Family and friends 
planned a big welcome for

Nicole, Simon’s wife, said:

A group of friends and 
family left from the Half 
Moon Pub in Mildenhall 
at 10am to take on a route 
around the area. 


The jubilant bunch re¬ 
turned at about 2pm, cheer¬ 
ing as they reached the pub 
again. 

Craig Watt, Simon’s friend 
who organised and took part 
in the walk, said: “It was ab¬ 
solutely awesome. 

“We had about 40 people 
there and had a great send 
off in the morning. 

“Simon came down to the 
pub in the afternoon and 
everyone was clapping and 
cheering. He couldn’t show 
much emotion but you could 
see the smile on his face as 
he saw everyone there. 

“It was a very emotional 
moment -1 was in tears!” 

They have set up a page 
to raise the £20,000 needed 
to make the much-needed 
changes to their home, in¬ 
cluding a wet room and 
downstairs bedroom for Si¬ 
mon. 

The walk has raised more 
than £2,000 but they are 
hoping to keep the dona¬ 
tions coming in, with the 
page being open for the next 
ten days.

Perched on the hill in the Cam¬ 
bridgeshire village next to a leafy 
churchyard, holidaymakers can find 
an unusual place to stay. 

The guests pick up the keys and 
then settle themselves in. 

Chana James, from the CCT, said: 
“Champing is for anyone. It’s for all 
ages and would be good for people 
who are looking to do something dif¬ 
ferent. 

“Staying the night in a church is an 
experience in itself and is all about 
doing something unusual.” 

Campbeds and breakfast is pro¬ 
vided by the organisation - and any¬ 
one who books the church to champ 
in will have exclusive use of it for 
their group, however small. 

And if you’re looking for comfort, 
beanbags and cushions are also pro¬ 
vided as you bed down for a cosy 
evening in the Georgian interior. 

Chana added: “We make the book¬ 
ings exclusively, so you can book for 
a group of friends, but equally if you 
book for just the two of you then you 


will still have the church to your¬ 
selves. We tell guests where they can 
pick up a key - that’s all part of the 
experience - and they let themselves 
in.” 

The CCT say the experience isn’t 
spooky - but it is “atmospheric”.

"[It is] a way of generating much-needed 
income, presently unavailable, to improve 
the town." 


JUST one week remains 
for businesses in New¬ 
market to cast their votes 
and decide whether they 
want to create a Business 
Improvement District for 
the town. 

The Business Improve¬ 
ment District (BID), first 
launched in January 2015, 
will ask business owners 
to pay a levy which can be 
used to improve the town 
centre and launch new 
services. 

Business owners were 
sent their ballots at the 
beginning of the month, 
and have until March 31 
before the ballots close. 

To be implemented, 
50 per cent of businesses 
which receive a ballot 
must vote in favour of 
having the BID. 

Of those who vote yes, 
they must have a “greater 
total rateable value” than 
those who vote no. 

More than £1 million 
will be spent on the town 


in total if the business is 
a success, with £240,000 
invested per year. 

A BID can only last a 
maximum of five years. 

Newmarket businesses 
have already come up 
with a series of aims for 
their BID. 

These include reducing 
business costs by cen¬ 
trally negotiating things 
such as waste manage¬ 
ment and recycling, in¬ 
surance and advertising, 
promoting Newmarket to 
a wider audience with a 
website and social media 
channels, new events to 
increase footfall, and im¬ 
proving the street scene. 

So far, many business¬ 
es in Newmarket have 
hailed the BID as a great 
idea. 

The final decision will 
be announced on April 1. 

Here, Natalie Robin¬ 
son talks to some of the 
people who have been 
involved in the BID. 


More power 
for businesses 
in the town 


CHIEF executive of the Bedford Lodge 
Hotel in Newmarket says the BID will 
give more power to local businesses. 

Noel Byrne said: “I believe BID will 
allow the High Street businesses in 
particular to be party to the improve¬ 
ments that we all feel are needed to 
improve the way 
we look and feel to 
local visitors as well 
as visitors from fur¬ 
ther afield. 

“It will allow the 
BID district to be 
a part of decisions

“They will have a board made up 
of their own members, which will be 
managing the outcomes for them, 
alongside any other initiatives that are 
town or district council led. 

“Shoppers and visitors to the town 
will see a progressive improvement in 
the town gradually.”

Man in 
court over 
dog attack 

A MAN accused of having 
dogs dangerously out of 
control, causing them to injure 
a woman and her dog, has 
appeared in court. 

Graham Reeve, of Spring 
Close in Burwell, appeared 
at Cambridge Magistrates' 
Court yesterday charged with 
being the owner of a dog 
dangerously out of control 
causing injury and being the 
owner of a dog dangerously 
out of control. 

He pleaded not guilty to 
both charges. 

Delia Matthews, 
prosecuting, said: "It is alleged 
his two large Alsatian type 
dogs have got through a fence 
and into a park where the lady 
was walking a small dog. 

"The dogs went for the little 
dog and injured him. When 
she tried to get them off, the 
dog bit her, causing an injury 
to the skin." 

The woman was injured on 
her hand, and the bite was 
said to have caused a blood 
blister. 

The case was adjourned 
until April 5 to "prepare for 
an effective trial", including 
hearing evidence from those 
involved in the incident and 
the officer in the case. 

The trial will be heard 
on May 25 at Cambridge 
Magistrates' Court. 


A WOMAN from Cambridgeshire 
was left without her wheelchair 
after a taxi driver refused to hand 
it over and kept it overnight after 
a dispute over payment. 

Jayne Oates, who has multiple 
sclerosis, had to be carried back 
into her home by her partner af¬ 
ter the couple returned from an 
awards dinner in Newmarket last 
week. 

The “uncomfortable” incident 
meant Jayne, who was diagnosed 
in 2011, was forced to use her 
cumbersome outdoor wheelchair 
round the house until her partner 
Lee Hill, 47, could retrieve her 
usual chair the following day. 

Jayne, 41, who lives in Hauxton, 
had been at the Bedford Lodge 
Hotel for the Newmarket Cycling 
and Triathlon Club Awards Din¬ 
ner. 

She told the News : “It was a bit 
rubbish because we had a really 
nice night out. 

“It was a real treat for myself 
and my partner to go out togeth¬ 
er because it’s tricky for me to go

out and attend events. 

“I think the driver thought be¬ 
cause Lee had questioned the 
rate on the meter that he didn’t 
have enough money, or wouldn’t 
pay, but that was never Lee’s in¬ 
tention.” 

The couple said their intention 
was to pay the driver, employed 
by Newmarket company New Tax 
Taxis, as soon as he had helped 
get her chair out of the boot. 

But they said the taxi driver re¬ 
fused to help. 

Jayne added: “It makes you re¬ 
alise you might not be able to do 
things and you really don’t need 
to be reminded of that. 

“It makes you reluctant to go 
on taxi journeys again because 
you don’t want the same thing to 
happen. 

“An apology would be nice 
but I’m not expecting anything 
-1 just hope people will be more 
considerate.” 


However the driver, who asked 
not to be named, denied that he 
had refused to help unpack the 
chair and said he had offered to 
do so upon receipt of his fare. 

He said: “He [Lee] insisted he 
needs his wheelchair first and 
then he would pay. 

“I said since you are home now 
you pay in the car with me and 
I’ll come out and take the wheel¬ 
chair out. 

“He was flashing £55 [but] 
wasn’t willing to pay. 

“We get customers who try not 
to pay every week -1 know when 
someone is trying to do some¬ 
thing like that. 

“I said I’m going to hold your 
goods until you pay [and] he said 
‘fine’. He wasn’t very concerned 
about this wheelchair.” 

New Tax Taxis said it was aware 
of the incident. 

A spokesman for Forest Heath 
District Council, which licenses 
New Tax Taxis’ vehicles, added: 
“We are aware of the incident and 
we are investigating it.”

I T'S not every day you get a look 
behind the gates at the working parts 
of the racing industry. 

The annual open weekend is one 
such opportunity... and Discover 
Newmarket also offers racing 
enthusiasts a chance to take a tour of 
the famous National Stud - as well 
as other racing-related organisations 
around the town. 

The National Stud has just launched 
their new tour season - a chance for 
everyone, from racing fanatics to those 
who don't know their fetlocks from 
their forelocks, to see the beautiful 
new foals bred from some of the 
world's top stallions. 

Our guide Chris Adams, explained 
that The National Stud, set in 500 
acres bordering the July Racecourse, 
on the very edge of Newmarket, is the 
only commercial stud farm in the UK 
to allow the public behind the scenes. 

With the foaling season in full 
swing, plenty of prospective winning 
racehorses are settling in to their 
temporary home on the Stud until they 
eventually go back to their owners or 
into the sales ring. 

Chris explained that all thoroughbred 
racehorses have their birthday on 
January 1... no matter when they are 
actually born. 

"It's a good idea to be born in the 
first three months of the year," she 
said. "If you're a racehorse born in 
August and you're competing against 
one born in February, it would be a 
challenge." 

We got off the minibus to meet two 
foals and their mothers, who were only 
too pleased to have visitors at their 
fence. 

After much nose stroking and picture 
taking, it was back on the bus and we 
were taken to the stallion stables. 

This block is where the "magic" 
(briefly) happens for mares brought to 
the stud to be covered. 

Stallions including Dick Turpin, 
Toronado and Gregorian are in 
residence, and the mares that are 
brought in spend a total of around 40 
days at the stud. 

Mares are taken into a room in the 
stallion stables where they meet a 
"teaser" horse to make sure they're 
fully in season and prepared to be 


covered. Providing the signs are 
right, the teaser is then led out 
and the stallion is brought in. The 
covering of the mare takes just 
over one minute, and then the 
stallion is led back to his stable. 

Other mares are brought to the 
stud as walk-ins and are loaded 
straight out of their horse box, 
taken in to be covered, and then 
are straight back on the box to go 
home again... hopefully in foal. 

From admiring the stallions 
(from afar, they like a nibble of 
fingers, apparently...), it was onto the 
foaling unit, where the mares give 
birth. 

"Normally mares foal during the 
night when it's quite calm and dark," 
Chris said. "We have four people sat 
with them." 

Foals weigh around 52kg at birth, 
and are up on their feet - albeit rather 
wobbly - very quickly. After about 48 
hours they move out of the delivery 
suite and into stables in a nearby block. 

And then it's out into the field with 
their mums - with many keeping warm 
with a canter up and down the fields 
on a cold spring morning. 

For us, it was back on the mini bus 
which dropped us back at the coffee 
shop for a warm drink and some food.

Devolution deal 
for our county 


SUFFOLK is joining with 
Cambridgeshire and Nor¬ 
folk to strike a devolution 
deal worth more than £1 bil¬ 
lion for East Anglia. 

The devolution deal will 
see East Anglia achieve 
£900m - £30m a year for the 
next 30 years - to invest in 
infrastructure, and £175mil- 
lion to invest in housing. 

If ratified, councils and 
other organisations will be 
able to make decisions on 
infrastructure, growth, em¬ 
ployment and skills. 

Currently, these decisions 
are made by central govern¬ 
ment. 

Cllr Jennie Jenkins, Chair 
of Suffolk Public Sector 
Leaders Group said: “The 
Deal reflects the fact that 
Suffolk and the rest of East 
Anglia delivers some signifi¬ 
cant economic benefits to 
UK PLC and beyond through 
agriculture, on and offshore 
energy and research and 
innovation in science and 
technology. 

“However, it is important

to be clear that it isn’t a ‘done 
deal’. It requires ratification 
by each of the local councils 
and the LEP Boards. 

“We will also be carrying 
out extensive engagement 
over the coming months 
with local communities and 
businesses across Suffolk 
with feedback being used to 
inform the paper that coun¬ 
cils will consider in the sum¬ 
mer.” 

A directly elected mayor is 
also part of the deal, and will 
also require the creation of a 
combined authority. 

The directly elected mayor 
will act as chair of the com¬ 
bined authority and would 
be responsible for looking 
after devolution funding. 

However, the UK Inde¬ 
pendence Party in Suffolk 
has called on a consultation 
for residents before any¬ 
thing is put in place. 

The devolution deal has 


also been supported by 
West Suffolk MP, Matthew 
Hancock. Speaking on the 
announcement, he said: 
“Today marks a significant 
step for East Anglia, with 
agreement across Suffolk, 
Norfolk, Cambridgeshire 
and Peterborough to work 
together and take power 
from London to make more 
decisions locally. 

“The devolution deal 
brings more money, new 
powers, and will give us a 
strong local figurehead who 
can unite East Anglia and 
make our case heard locally, 
nationally and internation¬ 
ally.”

PLACES are quickly fill¬ 
ing up to give residents the 
chance to have their say on 
the closure of RAF Milden- 
hall. 

Forest Heath District 
Council are planning a 
number of engagement ses¬ 
sions with local residents af¬ 
ter speaking to the Ministry 
of Defence (MoD) and the 
Department for Transport in 
the coming weeks. 

The MoD announced that 
it intended to release the 
Mildenhall site for 4,000 
homes, following an an¬ 
nouncement by the US Air 
Force last year that they 
would be pulling out by 
2021 . 

No detailed timetable has 
been published so far on 
when the American person¬ 
nel will be withdrawn from 
the base, and no planning 
applications for housing 
on the site of the base have 
been submitted so far. 

However, leader of FHDC 
James Waters said the coun¬ 
cil had also not been con-

suited over the decisions by 
the MoD, and that they did 
not know how much of the 
site will be released by the 
government. 

Cllr Waters said: “There 
is still the possibility of any 
number of options for the 
future of the site. So what do 
we want to achieve from this 
site? 

“We believe it is a mix of 
new employment, housing, 
an improved skills sector 
and better local education, 
all of which will benefit liv¬ 
ing standards of the local 
area.” 

He added: “We believe 
this is a prime site for busi¬ 
ness growth - a chance for 
Mildenhall to capitalise on 
the science and innovation 
sector spilling out of Cam¬ 
bridge, and to replace the 
local jobs that will be lost 
when the base closes.” 

FHDC said they had “very 


successful” engagement 
sessions last year, but want 
to hold the meetings again. 

Cllr Waters said: “Now, 
following both the MoD an¬ 
nouncement and our dis¬ 
cussions with the govern¬ 
ment, we believe the time is 
right to hold these meetings 
in our communities again 
to discuss not just people’s 
concerns but the options for 
the future. 

“We also hope to have an 
answer from the govern¬ 
ment soon as to whether 
aviation use can be consid¬ 
ered among these options.” 

Engagement sessions are 
planned at Forest Heath 
District Council offices 
on College Heath Road in 
Mildenhall on April 18, on 
May 9 at the Jubilee Centre 
in Mildenhall, and on May 
13 at Beck Row Community 
Centre. All the sessions start 
at 6pm and places must be 
booked to come along.

Aviation firm to close

A MANUFACTURING firm in New¬ 
market is to close by the end of the 
year, with the loss of 60 jobs. 

GE Aviation - designers, manu¬ 
facturers, and testers of custom 
electronic components for aero¬ 
space, military, transport and med¬ 
ical applications - have announced 
their plans to shut their facility. 

The firm, based in Exning Road, 
has said the closure comes after 
reviews to its business portfolio, 
with adjustments made to “reflect 
economic and market conditions”. 

A spokesperson said: “As part of 
regular business reviews, GE Avia¬ 
tion has been evaluating ways to 
run the Newmarket operations 
more efficiently due to challenges 
in the market and in declining 
business conditions. 

“In October 2015, employees at 
the GE Aviation Newmarket facility 
were notified of the intent to enter 
into formal consultation on the 
proposed discontinuation of pro¬ 


duction and subsequent closure of 
the site.” 

The consultation concluded in 
December 2015. 

The spokesperson added: “The 
company can confirm that it has 
taken the decision to implement 
the proposal to discontinue pro¬ 
duction and subsequently close 


the Newmarket facility which has 
about 60 employees. 

“This will be a phased clo¬ 
sure taking place over the next 12 
months. GE Aviation regrets the 
loss of any job. 

“We are providing ongoing sup¬ 
port to employees including career 
services and guidance.” 


The news comes just days af¬ 
ter Dialight, also based in Exning 
Road, announced they were shut¬ 
ting their Newmarket facility, sig¬ 
nalling the potential loss of 146 
jobs. 

Dialight had been working from 
Newmarket for more than 40 years 
but will be moving production out.

I F YOU like your theatre served 
with a dollop of boundary-pushing 
fearlessness, we've got just the 
ticket. 

Joan, heading to Cambridge 
Junction this week, fuses lyrical new 
writing with drag king cabaret to tell 
the incredible story of Joan of Arc: 
inspiring military leader, ultimate 
female icon and, quite possibly, the 
world's first drag king. 

A story about what it means 
to stand out, stand up and stand 
alone, this one-woman play is part 
of Derby Theatre's Retold Series, 
and performed by Drag Idol 2014 
champion Lucy Jane Parkinson (AKA 
LoUis CYfer). We caught up with Lucy 
to find out more. . . 

Tell us about Joan? 

It's part cabaret, part performance, 
written by Lucy Skilbeck, and it's all 
about the story of Joan of Arc and 
her travels through France and the 
events leading up to demise, where 
unfortunately she ends up being burnt 
at the stake. It's all about her journey: 
her relationship with St Catherine, 
who she believes has visited her and 
is leading her into battle, her decision 
to look more like a guy, all the battles, 
and her trial. 

Why Joan of Arc? What makes her 
such an empowering character? 

She's a young girl who's out on 
her own, and she has summoned 
up all this courage to go against the 
conventions and what the roles of 
being a women were at that time. She 
abandons all that, puts on a suit of 
armour, and is ready to be strong, and 
literally take on the English and lead 
the French to victory. 

What is so fascinating about her is 
she starts out as just a regular person, 
but she's not really confident in 
herself, and she doesn't know who 
she is or what she is doing, and then 
as soon as she starts this role of the 
leader, she is overcome with this new 
found strength from incorporating her 
masculinity into her life - it liberates 
her. 

What kind of reaction have you 
had to the show? 


I think because we tell it from the 
perspective of a northerner: I'm just 
a lass from Northern England who is 
having a laugh, a little bit kook, and 
a little bit awkward, the reception 
has been so overwhelming. We've 
had people dressing up as drag kings 
and posting it on our Twitter feed, 
and everyone seems to have really 
enjoyed it. Even though a lot of what 
we talk about it to do with gender 
itself, I think it's been received so well 
because it's paired with the story of 
Joan of Arc; who most people know 
of, but they don't actually think about 
what she went through. It really opens 
up the story, and you get to see a 
whole new different perspective on 
this character. 

What do you hope the audience 
take away from Joan? 

It would be nice if the audience 
leaves with an open-minded 
perspective on how difficult it can be 


to be who you truly are, and not what 
people expect you to be or tell you 
to be. I hope they can find strength 
within themself, and that that is a 
liberating factor in their life. I found it 
really difficult to come to terms with 
who I was, and why I didn't fit into 
these social ideologies, so if they take 
away a bit of a fresh perspective on 
that through this story, that would be 
really great. 

Do you think the way society 
defines gender is changing? Or does 
more still need to be done? 

I think recently we've seen drag 
queens like Rupaul coming into the 
mainstream, and that is really, really 
good. The world seems to have taken 
a step forward, all of a sudden there 
are new roles, and a lot of people 
have had a new freedom opened 
up to them. They can start to think 
maybe I don't need to chop this off 
or grow this, or take this injection, or 


have all these operations, maybe I can 
just be me, and I think that is a really 
exciting thing. People are learning 
they can just be themselves; they 
don't need to be a man who is really 
strong, or a woman who is obsessed 
with beauty, you can just be you. 

So, challenging these stereotypes 
is important to you? 

Definitely. When I first started 
doing drag, I didn't know who I was, 
and through doing things like LoUis 
(CYFer, Lucy's drag king alter-ego) 
and Joan, I realised I don't need to 
know what category I fit into or what 
bathroom I should be walking into; I 
can just learn to really be myself, to 
be the best me I can be, rather than 
fitting into what other people think I 
should be like. 

I realised I don't have to choose a 
gender, I can just choose to be great, 
to have an awesome time and be 
happy.

Probate valuations: pay or nay? 


Exceptional and rare building 
plot now for sale in Kirtling 



WHEN someone dies, an 
executor has many roles and 
duties one of which is to 
commission a valuation of the 
deceased's residence and, if 
it is to be sold, maximise its 
value. 

HMRC and solicitors suggest 
either obtaining a market 
appraisal from three estate 
agents, or a formal valuation 
from a chartered surveyor 
and registered valuer for 
which a fee will be charged. 

A market appraisal is usually 
free of charge, particularly 
if the property is to be sold. 
But while there is no liability 
resting with an estate agent, 
there is with a paid-for 
valuation from a chartered 
surveyor, who should be a 
registered valuer. 

So when is it best to pay for 
a formal valuation and when 
will a market appraisal suffice? 
Andrew Dickson FRICS, 
a registered valuer with 
Jackson-Stops & Staff, says 
that if the deceased's estate 


is not taxable then a market 
appraisal should be sufficient. 
However the situation is 
not always straightforward, 
notably if the deceased was 
single, divorced or owned 
a part share in the property, 
and if there is an outstanding 
mortgage on the property. 

The property value may be 
under the limit, currently 
£325,000 or £650,000 for 
a married couple and civil 
partners, but it is the total 
assets that may take the value 
close to or over these limits. 
As an example of the 
complications that can arise, 
Andrew quotes a recent 
case when he was asked to 
value a substantial house in 
Cambridge which had been 
valued less than two years 
earlier by three estate agents 
following the first death. At 
the time no tax was payable 
but two values reported were 
the same, with the third over 
16 per cent higher than the 
others. Following the first 


death the average of the 
three values was taken, which 
equated to 10 per cent more 
than the two lower values, 
and reported to HMRC. 

"My task was to value the 
property following the second 
death when the estate 
became taxable" said Andrew. 
"Having considered the local 
evidence I concluded that 
even though the Cambridge 
market had risen by an 
average of 10 per cent in 
2015, properties sold over 
£950,000 attracted higher 
stamp duty rates since 
December 2014 which 
had in some cases kept the 
increases at the upper end 
of the market subdued. My 
valuation found the current 
value was only slightly more 
than the earlier valuation, 
thereby saving the estate 
significant amounts of tax." 
There is further advantage 
in obtaining a paid-for 
valuation, in that with a 
strong property market the 
eventual sale price could well 
exceed the probate valuation 
significantly, depending on 
when the property is sold, 
and negotiations may have 
to take place with the district 
valuer if challenged. Do 
agree, otherwise there is 
no perceptible advantage, 
advises Andrew.

Halsey wants to prove a

RETURNING stalwart Dan Halsey 
has plenty to prove after one of his 
worst seasons in the sport, and the 
competition for his No 1 race-jacket 
may be just the challenge he needs. 

The 27-year-old saw his average 
drop for the first time in his five 
years (to 8.24) with the KjM Fen 
Tigers after a spate of below-par 
performances. 

But with Connor Mountain, Con¬ 
nor Coles and veteran campaigner 
Jon Armstrong all gunning for his 
jersey, coupled with relinquishing 
the club captaincy, Halsey knows 
everything is in his hands to return 
to his former glory. 

“I need to make amends for last 
year and get my average back up in 
the nines where it should be,” he 
admitted. 

“To have a bad year and still 
maintain the No 1 position above 
Jon shows it was a weird season and 
I’m confident I can up my game. 

“If Connor Mountain can go like 
he was and he can continue to 
improve as he has been we should 
be alright. 

“Jon is one the best men in the 
league to have as your teammate, 
I enjoy riding with him, he’s good 
everywhere away from home and 
that will be a big help to all of us. 

“Last year things didn’t go my way 
and I don’t blame the captaincy, 
but I’d rather have my head down, 
focus on riding and let someone 
else be captain. 

“The team as a whole is definitely 
stronger but all of the teams around 
us are stronger as well so it’s hard 
to gauge until we’ve had a few 
meetings.” 

The former riders’ champion 
believes facing holders Eastbourne 
early in the Knockout Cup next 
month will benefit Mildenhall, and 
he is relaxed about the lack of offers 
from higher-league clubs. 

He added: “I don’t think 
Eastbourne are as strong as they 
were. Going there early will do us a 
favour as some of their riders won’t 
be dialled into the track. 

“If the right offer came round for 
the Premier League I’d do it but I’m 
in no hurry and not really fussed 
about it.” 

Almost four months of winter 
training in Australia with world 
champion Tai Woffinden has clear¬ 


ly had the desired effect on new 
Mildenhall captain Connor Coles. 

The 21-year-old looked the fastest 
and stylish of all around the West 
Row circuit at last week’s press and 
practice session, a contrast from a 
year ago when he was preparing for 
a brave comeback after six months 
out with a multiple leg break. 

“I loved every minute of it, if I 
wasn’t riding I was at the beach,” 
he said of his trip to Perth. “I spent 
a lot of time with Tai, (rider) Layne 
Cupitt and (ex-Fen Tiger) Josh 
Bates. 

“I didn’t do as much practice 
as I would have liked. I did three 
practices and four meetings so I got 


a bit of riding under my belt. 

“Pinjar Park was small. You 
wouldn’t get a track that small in 
this country unless you are on a 
training track. They always looked 
pretty slick but produced dirt 
due to the sidecars ripping it up. 
Collie was 330 metres and had a 
sandy base but was slick. 

“I didn’t suffer much with the leg. 
I still have a bit of a limp. Hopefully 
I will get the metal out next winter 
but I want to go to Australia again.” 

The change in Coles, who saw 
his average drop last year by over 
a point in a season of rebuilding 
after his horror crash, didn’t go 
unnoticed by team managers 


Robert Henry and Phil Kirk. 

“His style has completely 
changed,” said Henry. “He had a 
tight, awkward style but he seems 
to have lost that since riding in 
Australia. 

“He’s more upright and 
controlled and is looking good.” 

Kirk added: “That was the old 
Coles we saw before the horrible 
accident. The old style’s back, he’s 
confident out there, he’s smiling 
and racing fast. 

“He can be a real bonus for us as 
he’s much better than his average. 
He’s on 5.69 but he’s a 7.50-8.00 
point rider when he’s riding well. 
He was nearly seven-and-a-half 
when he had his injury.”

Hannah Pollard finished in 52.43, 
while Belinda Schofield collected 
silveware in the V50 women's 
category by winning in 55.00. 

In a slightly unusual category, 
several Joggers took part in the 
Cani Fun 10K. 

Ursula Ransom and her 
'partner' were third in 42.40, 
Joanna Cole and her canine 
friend finished in 48.01 and Bee 
Chapman and her team-mate 
clocked 56.06. 

The Joggers were also well 
represented at the Silverstone Half 
Marathon, on the grand prix circuit.
